By Stephen Sondheim 


The MU Departments of 
Theatre and Music 
presented Assassins, one of 
Stephen Sondheim’s most 
dramatic musicals, February 
23-26, 1995. MU Theatre has 
presented several Sondheim 
favorites in the past, 
including Company in 1984, 
Gypsy in 1985, A Funny 
Thing Happened On The Way 
To The Forum in 1987, 
Sweeney Todd in 1989, and 
Into The Woods in 1993. 
Anyone familiar with these 
great musicals can attest to 
the power and genius of 
Sondheim’s work. Assassins, 
although not as well known 
perhaps, was a thrilling and 
enthralling experience with 
the same blend of dark 
comedy, stirring music, and 
powerful images that are all 
Sondheim trademarks. 


The production was 
designed and directed by Mr. 
Michael Crum (Assistant 
Professor of Theatre) and 
under the musical direction 
of Dr. Youngsuck Kim 
(Associate Professor of 
Music). Mr. Crum described 
the production as “A history 
lesson of sorts, not only the 
history of America and some 
of its most tragic moments, 
but also a history lesson of 
American music full of 
waltzes, ballads, marches, 
folk songs, and many more 
musical forms and styles.” 

The spring musical 
remains an exciting and 
important event on campus 
each year as both the 
departments of Theatre and 
Music join forces for an 
entertaining and artistic 
production.

Stephen Stalker is in his third year 
as our part-time instructor of 
violoncello and double bass. Long 
associated with the music community 
of upstate New York, he has played 
hundreds of concerts as soloist, 
chamber musician and orchestra 
member. He has taught at Colgate 
University, Ithaca College and 
currently teaches at Binghamton 
University. Stalker is president of the 
New York Chapter of the American 
String Teachers Association, past 
Strings Chair for the New York State 
School Music Association, and co¬ 
director of the Binghamton Cello 
Festival. As a member of the Madison 
String Quartet, he was a finalist in 
the Naumberg Chamber Music 
Competition in New York City and 
the Evian International String 
Quartet Competition in Evian, 

France. A graduate of the Manhattan 
School of Music, he was a scholarship 
student of Bernard Greenhouse. This 
year Professor Stalker also directs the 
orchestra while the department is 
searching for a full-time tenure track 
Director of Orchestral Activities and 
upper strings teacher. 

Professor Wayne Rusk reports he 
and his wife, Catherine ’73, attended 
a sold out symposium at Carnegie 
Hall, Nov. 19 and 20, 1994 “Mahler in 
America.” Biographers Henry-Louis 
de La Grange and Donald Mitchell, 
and senior music critic of the New 
York Times, Harold Schonberg, were 
several of the featured speakers. 
Leonard Slatkin, conductor, and the 
St. Louis Symphony performed the 
Third Symphony to a packed house in 
the main hall, receiving an extended 
standing ovation. 

The historic concert, Jan. 16, 1910, 
Mahler conducting, Rachmaninoff, 
soloist, in the latter’s Third Piano 
Concerto in Carnegie Hall, was dis¬ 
cussed in a lecture with rapt attention 
from the audience. This was one of 
many “historic concerts” by Mahler 
with the New York Philharmonic. 

“I had lunch with Mr. Schonberg, 
discussed the above concerto and its 
recordings by the composer and that 
of Vladimir Horowitz as well as his 


recent biography of the latter (which 
he autographed for me!). I had 
conversations also with Messrs. La 
Grange, Mitchell, and Slatkin about 
the Tenth Symphony performance, 
respectively.” 

The Rose Museum in Carnegie 
Hall held an exhibition of Mahler’s 
autograph manuscripts, letters, 
photographs of concerts and others, 
the bust of him by Rodin, and other 
personal possessions of the 
composer. “In still more of a person¬ 
al nature, I had the good fortune of 
speaking with Marina Mahler, 
granddaughter, about Mahler other 
than the musical aspects. 

The symposium, concert, and 
exhibition were inspiring and 
informative, focused on one of the 
greats of human history.” 

Professor Robert Amchin was the 
chairperson for the opening session 
of the national Orff-Schulwerk 
Association Conference in 
Philadelphia, PA in November, and 
he also presented two sessions at the 
conference. Professor Amchin 
represented Mansfield University at 
the NYSSMA conference last year as 
a presenter. On campus he was a 
guest speaker for a course on Native 
Americans offered in the Sociology 
Department last term. In his lecture, 
he presented a survey of Native 
American music and dance from 
both traditional and Westernized 
perspectives. He also presented 
sessions on “International Folk 
Dances” and “Children’s Games 
From Around the World” for the 
“Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Intercultural Relations Conference” 
held in January. 

This semester, Professor Amchin 
will be conducting workshops 
related to elementary music 
education in Philadelphia, Asheville, 
NC, and Roanoke, VA. He has been 
invited to be a three-day headline 
presenter for the Kansas Orff- 
Schulwerk Association chapter this 
summer and will be teaching Orff 
Level courses in Cincinnati, Ohio 
and College of St. Rose, NY. 


As advisor of MENC, Professor 
Amchin has organized numerous 
sessions for the Mansfield University 
students including an improvisation 
workshop with the jazz group “Hot 
House,” sessions of local music 
educators in the local Orff chapter, 
and a day-long session by nationally 
recognized presenter Steve 
Calantropio.

After 26 years at Mansfield, Dr. 
Kent Hill will be retiring in August, 
but he will continue to be involved in 
organ playing and in church music. 
On February 10 he performed in the 
Chamber Hall of the Anderson 
Center at Binghamton University. He 
has been appointed as the interim 
Director of Music at Christ Episcopal 
Church in Pittsford, New York, a 
suburb of Rochester. In July, his wife, 
Dr. Janet Hill, was appointed to a 
new full-time position as 
Coordinator of Music and Christian 
Education at the Lutheran Church 
of the Reformation, located two 
blocks from the Eastman School of 
Music in Rochester. The Hills and 
their two children, Martin, now 17 
and Jessica, who is 15, moved to the 
area last summer. Their address is 7 
Taunton Gap, Fairport, NY 14450. 
Former students are always welcome! 

Carol Pratt former secretary to 
the Music Department has 
announced her plans to retire from 
Mansfield University. She plans to 
leave in July, 1995. Her husband,

Hear Ye! 

Dear Friends of the Mansfield Music Department, 


It is no secret that the revenue 
raised by tuition does not come 
remotely close to covering the cost of 
a college education. Many of us would 
not have been able to attend 
Mansfield without some form of 
financial assistance.
